Look at an eye that is brown or black 
or of a dark blue or green—and in it 
the pupil seems to blend with the iris. 
The eye looks large. But in an eye like 
Mellody’s the ‘‘sharpshooter’s eye,”’ you 
see the pupil clearly. You don't see the 
iris at all. and the eye looks small and 
sharp. Out West it is a tradition that 
these light-eyed men are the dangerous 
ones. I know men who would rather 
fight a room full of dark-eyed gun fight- 
ers than one with eyes of light blue or 
Steel gray. 

Wyatt Earp, with a record of 22 kill- 
ings, has eyes exactly like Mellody’s in 
color. FBarp'’s eyes were narrow. The 
most dangerous man is the fellow with 
bulging eyes of lisht color. Bat Mat- 
terson, who became famous through the 
many desperate encounters he took part 


in while officiating as Sheriff and 
Deputy United States Marshal on the 
old frontier, has bulging, wide-open 


eves, light in color. Mellody’s eyes are 
popped apen like Masterson’s, but they 
are lighter and sharper in appearance. 


He is the ideal type of fighting man. 
Just now he does his fighting in the 
ring, but if he were in the army he'd 


be a sharpshooter. 

Willie Lewis has a sharp eye of the 
Wyatt Earp type. It is light in color 
and narrow, drawn to a sharp wrinkle 
at the corners. It isn’t a bold eye like 
Mellody’s. It isn’t the eye of a man 
who will deliberately walk straight into 
danger and then fight his way through 
it. It's the eye of a furtive fighter, 
slinking at times, crafty, always watch- 
ing, sometimes suddenly aggressive, 
dangerous. 

Jeff's KXyes Not Savage. 


Look at Jim Jeffries’ eyes. They are 
not popped wide open under sharply-cut 


lids. They never draw to a narrow line. 
They are black and patient. Jeffries 
haaen't that savage, open, bold manner 


of fighting. When he was young in the 
game. he was patient and enduring. He 
would pit his long endurance against 
the other fighter until he. had a chancé 


to throw over one crushing blow and 
end then and there. Leter, when ex- 
perience had gshown Jeffries that he 
was invulnerable, he became more ag- 


gressive, but it wasn't natural; it was a 
cultivated aggressiveness. Cool cour- 
age he has without limit. He hasn't 
a narrow slinking eye. 

Bob Fitzsimmons ePvVves are wide ope 
and they are light blue in color... No 
greater ring sharpshooter ever lived 
than Fitz. He was always willing to 
swap, winning or losing championship. 
Fitz has an eve like an eagle's. I saw 
him glare George Gardiner into a state 
of fear before the fight began. 


Like Fitzsimmons, Terry McGovern 
frightened many fighters out of a 
chance to win by glaring mst them.

Sun Yat Sen. the Kwang Tung rebel 
leader who escaped from the Chinese 
legation in London some vears ago, in 
a sensational manner, is living in To- 
kio, and Is organizing the revolution 
which, he says in an interview, is ex- 
pected tu accomplish the fall of the 
preset Manchu dynasty at Pekin with- 
in three years. The rebels hold all the 
mountain fastnesses on the borders of 
Hunan and Kiang Si-and efforts of 
the Imperial troops to dislodge them 
have fails 

In consequence of the rebellion the 
Chinese authorities at Shanghai are 
adopting vigorous measures to check the 
import of arms and ammunition. 
Agents of the revolutionists have been 
sent to United States and elsewhere to 
purchase secretly warlike material, says 
a dispatch to the Asahi of Tokio, and 
collusion has been found to exist be- 
tween agents of the rebels and the 
‘traders to #mport arms under the guise 
,of trade goods. To date 20,000 imperial 
troops with cavalry and artillery have 
been sent against the rebels, but have
